Officials in the Town. of Woodstock 
were upset this week after receiving 
what they consider only partial payment 
of the taxes on the foreclosed Stowell 
Wood Products mill in Bryant Pond. 

The mill was sold Sept, 9 to new 
operator, Stowell Products Inc., by Casco 
Northern Bank, which had foreclosed on 
the mill in July when it was owned by 
Stowell Wood Products. 

Casco Northern last week forwarded 
two checks to the town: one for $16,577.24, 
which covered 1984 real estate taxes on 
the property, and one for $10,225.16, 
which covered the bank’s pro-rated share 
(up to the time of the sale) of 1985 real 
estate taxes. Personal property taxes of 
$10,901.11 for 1984. and pro-rated personal 
property taxes of $9,289.02 for 1985 were 
not paid, 

That left the town with an unpaid debt 
of $20,190.13. 

Bank official] Roger Hunter told The 
Citizen: “Our attorney said, ‘This is what 
you have to pay.’” And that’s what they 
paid—the real estate taxes owed by 
Stowell Wood Products, “We followed the 
letter of the law,” he added. 

Town officials argue that it's 
unbelievable the Jaw could be so unkind 
to a municipality, Selectman Cliff York 
said, “We don’t think it should've been 
allowed to happen to a municipality, If 
it happens, it means something's wrong 
with the law.” 

The missing $20,000 amounts to 1 mill 
on the tax rate, Mr. York pointed out.

Bethel Inn’s expansion 
project delayed 2 weeks 


The Bethel Inn’s $1 million-plus expan- 
sion project did not break ground as 
scheduled two weeks. ago, and company 
president Dick Rasor envisions another 
two- to four-week delay, 

“The reason for the delay is the lead 
bank underestimated the amount of time 
it’s taken to finalize (the financing of) the 
deal," Mr, Rasor said, 

The lead bank is Casco Northern, 
which is putting together the financial 
package, together with three other banks 
plus the federal Small Business Ad- 
ministration. “We're not going fo proceed 
until the legal paraphernalia is com- 
pleted,” Mr, Rasor said. 

While materials are already being 
stockpiled for the expansion, which will 
include a convention center, an indoor 
pool and fitness center, plus 17 additional 
guest rooms, the delay in starting con- 
struction could mean a delay in opening 
some of the facilities. The pool and guest 
rooms were scheduled for completion in 
December. 

“Tt rthe delay? may put in jeopardy 
having the swimming pool and guest 
rooms open by Christmas, but it won't 
put in jeopardy the conferences we've 


' booked for next year, And the conference 
i business we've booked with NTL is.com- 


pletely on schedule,” Mr, Rasor said. The 
first conference booked into the new con- 
ference center is for next. March.

+ local has also brought charges against 
the new owner of the mill, Stowell Pro- 
ducts Inc. 

An investigator with the regional of- 
fice of the National Labor Relations 
Board, in Boston, would not comment 
on the charges but confirmed, 
“There’s an investigation going on, 
conducted by me.” 

NLRB investigator Robert Pulcini, 
who expects to be in Bryant Pond this 
week collecting evidence on the 
charges, said it would be about 30 days 
before his investigation is completed. 
If he feels the charges are substan- 
tiated, he will turn the case over to the 
regional director for settlement. 

The charges stem from the sudden 
closing of the Stowell mill on July 31, 
by foreclosure by Casco Northern 
Bank. Former owner Dexter Stowell 
and the union had been holding talks 
prior to the foreclosure, but the union 
had not been told the plant would be

People asking questions or making 
comments during public hearings held in 
each of the district towns during the past 
two weeks appeared in favor of the 
$1,485,000 project. 

The cost. of the project, which would be 
funded with a 15-year bond, would be 
mostly borne by thé state. The state 
would reimburse SAD #44 for 64 percent 
of the principal and interest on the bond, 

School. district officials have stated 
that the proposed building project would 
add less than 1 percent to the district 
budget in any given year during the 
15-year repayment period. 

The costs of the new school appeared 
secondary in importance, to many who 
attended the public hearings, to the needs 
of the Woodstock students. The present 
school was described as unsafe and un- 
suitable. In fact, the state Board of 
Education ranked the school the fourth- 
worst schoti in the state in terms of safe- 
ty and suitability. 

The state board, using a scoring 
system of 100 points awarded a school 
that failed in each and every category,

Time to build for the future 


Local voters have an opportunity next week to demonstrate their con- 
cern for the education of the community’s young, In SAD #44, in a 
referendum to held next Tuesday, voters will be asked to say “yes” 
or “no” to a $1.4 million elementary school building project in the town 
of Woodstock. In a referendum to be held next Monday, SAD #17 voters 
will be asked to approve a $1.9 million elementary school building pro- 
ject in the town of Harrison. 

The Harrison school project seems to face little opposition since the 
district will not have to pay one penny for it. The state will pick up 
the entire tab, because, according to state guidelines, the district is 
not allowed to take on any additional debt, having already indebted 
itself for the high school, junior high and Guy Rowe Elementary 
projects. 

InSAD #44 the issue seems to be a toss-up. Since there will be addi- 
tional costs in the school budget to pay for the project—although the 
state will pick up 64 percent of the tab—there are those who argue that 
the present school is good enough and should not be replaced. 

While opposition to the plan has not been vocalized at the public hear- 
ings held in each of the district’s five towns, a look at the results in 
the 1982 referendum on a Woodstock school shows that opposition, in 
fact, runs deep. 

In the 1982 referendum, only Woodstock residents voted in favor of 
the project, and only by a margin of 251 to 186. In the four other towns, 
the vote went against the new school construction project. In Andover, 
the vote was 204-150 against; in Bethel, the vote was 604-483 against; 
in Greenwood, the vote was 173-126 against; in Newry, the vote was 
68-45 against. The district-wide vote was 1,235-1,055 against the project. 

The project should be easier for district voters to approve this time 
around, it seems. For one thing, the bonded indebtedness to be assumed 
by the district will not amount to more than 1 percent of the budget 
in any given year. For another, the amount of debt will put the district 
at the critical threstiold where the state will not permit further bor- 
rowing. What that means is that when the Crescent Park School ex- 
pansion project comes up for approval—which will be as soon as the 
Woodstock project is approved—the district’s cost will be minimal. 

Financial considerations aside, it is time that Woodstock youngsters 
had a decent school instead of an old, unsafe, energy-inefficient con- 
glomeration of three separate buildings. We urge approval of the 
Woodstock school project in next Tuesday’s referendum. 

And for SAD #17 voters, although the issue does not seem to be in 
question, we urge voters to go out and show their support for decent 


schools for local youngsters.

We have state aid for this pro- 
ject now, if we don’t use it now, the cost 
for future upkeep and eventually the full 
cost of a new building will make what we 
pay now a drop in the bucket. I'll pay the 
6 bucks.

The state Department of Transporta- 
tion is willing to pay one-half the cost of 
rebuilding the skiway access road, accor- 
ding to.a letter received by the Newry 
Board of Selectmen from the D,0,T. The 
remainder of the cast would be split by 


the town and the skiway, according tothe _ 


formula proposed by the D,O,T. 

On the question of summer 
maintenance of the road, the state agen- 
cy said it would not be willing to do it, 

Meeting yesterday, the Newry select- 
men discussed the possibility of asking 
the legislature to change the formula by 
which towns of a school district are tax- 
ed for the school appropriation. The 
Newry selectmen favor a formula bas- 
ed on 50 percent per pupil cost and 50 per- 
cent state valuation, The selectmen also 
discussed raising the matter with the 
Maine Municipal Association. 

The selectmen met with David Fleet of 
the Planning Board and gave him infor- 
mation on population, number of housing 
units, number of families, etc. for the 
comprehensive plan the planners are 
working on. The Planning Board. will 
meet at the town office Sept. 24, at 7:30 
p.m. 

The Board of Selectmen met Tuesday, 
Sept. 10. The town highway truck repair 
or replacement was discussed. A new 
truck with body, to meet the specifica- 
tions the selectmen and. road commis- 
sioner had decided upon would cost ap- 
proximately $40,000, There probably 
would not be time to get a new truck and 
have the body mounted before winter. 
The selectmen voted to have the truck 
repaired to use at least for this winter. 
Tim Powers at Western Maine Supply in 
Bethel will do the work. The cost has 
been estimated at $5,000. The selectmen 
felt that even if the truck was replaced 
next year, it would pay to repair the old 
truck to use this winter and that it would 
be more salable, 

The voting booths were erected for use 
in the referendum on the proposed 
Woodstock school on Tuesday, Sept, 24. 
The polls will be open from 10.a.m. to 7 

.m, 

The selectmen worked on ordinances 
to be voted on at either a special town 
meeting or the regular meeting in 
March. One ordinance pertains to open- 
ing, or digging up, roads for burial of 
pipes, cable, ete. This would require a 
permit from the selectmen and the per- 
son obtaining the permit would have to 
post a bond to insure that the road was 
put back in as good condition as before 
opening. They would also have to accept 
any and all liability for any damage 
caused to persons and property by open- 
ing the road, Another ordinance propos- 
ed was a building code. This would re- 
quire a building permit and a minimum 
lot size of one acre for a residential dwell- 
ing, both of which the town already has. 
Metal chimneys would be banned. 
Building permit and minimum lot size re- 
quirements would be more clearly spell- 
ed otit, as would fees for permits, length 
of time.a permit remains valid, where to 
obtain permits, etc, There will be a public 
hearing on these ordinances before they 
are voted on at town meeting. Some more 
study will be made before these are 
presented to the voters.

If the turnout at last week’s hearings 
was any indicator, SAD #17 voters seem 
to have little interest in the proposed 
Harrison school construction project. 
The project, due to be voted on in a Sept, 
23 referendum, would cost $1.9 million, 

The cost would be entirely borne by the 
state, and that is probably one reason 
why there has been an apparent lack of 
interest in the project. 

In West Paris last Thursday night, only 
five people showed up for the hearing on 
the building project—and one of those 
was a reporter while another was the 
chairwoman of the school committee. 
Chairwoman Marge Medd was not 
dismayed by the small turnout, noting 
that it was much better than the previous 
night’s turnout in Otisfield, where only 
two people showed up. Of the eight hear- 
ings held, only the one in Harrison pro- 
duced any turnout at all. Thirteen peo- 
ple showed up. 

Chairwoman Medd said the lack of at- 
tendance at the hearings is due to the fact 
that there is no opposition to the project. 
District voters are strongly supportive of 
better local schools and are most im- 
pressed by the looks of the Guy Rowe 
School, which opened this term in Nor- 
way. (The architect of the proposed 
school in Harrison was the architect of 
the Rowe School.) 

The proposed Harrison school would 
contain 12 classrooms plus a library, 
multi-purpose room stage and kitchen, 
The school would have two stories, with 
the lower grades being on the ground 
floor and the upper grades being on the 
first floor. There would be an elevator for 
special needs students, and a coyered 
walkway so that students could walk the 
entire length of the school under shelter. 
The 23,868-square-foot building would ac- 
commodate 275 students. 

Mrs. Medd thought that limit was cut- 
ting it close, since officials estimate the 
school’s population will be 268 in 1990. 
But, she pointed out, that was the size 
school the state Board of Education 
approved. 

The present school is small and over- 
crowded, old and filled with health and 
safety problems, “There's no question in 
anyone’s mind that it’s deficient,” Mrs. 
Medd said, “When you walk in, the odor 
is terrible.” 

Mrs. Medd explained to the handful of 
listeners gathered in the Legion 
Memorial Elementary School in West 
Paris that the school would cost the 
district nothing. “The increased cost to 
the taxpayer {s zero, We don’t have to put 
anything out front.” 

The reason is that any additional debt 
would put the district’s debt service 
above .555 percent of the state valuation

W. Paris planners draft 


trailer park ordinance 


The West Paris Planning Board, 
together with the Board of Selectmen, 
last night (Tuesday) put the finishing 
touches on a draft Mobile Home Park Or- 
dinance. Planning Board Chairman Fred 
Swasey said there will be a public hear- 
ing on the proposed ordinance prior to its 
being presented to voters for approval at 
the annual town meeting. 

The draft ordinance provides, among 
other requirements, that a mobile home 
in a park served by a sewer system shall 
sit on a lot with a minimum of 12,000 
square feet. If no sewer system is 
available, the minimum lot size shall be 
20,000 square feet. 

*Setback requirements for a mobile 
home shall be at least 15 feet from the 
side and rear lot lines (but a minimum 
of 30 feet from any adjacent trailer) and 
a minimum of 25 feet from the right-of- 
way line of a street inside the trailer 
park. If a mobile home abuts a body of 
water, the minimum setback from that 
body of water shall be 100 feet. 

*A lot for a mobile home shall be no less 
than 100 feet in width nor 120 feet in 
depth. 

«Each mobile home lot in a mobile home 
park shall be furnished with space for off- 
street parking for two automobiles. 

*Each mobile home lot in a mobile home 
park shall be provided with a pad or foun- 
dation of suitable construction as to pre- 
vent heaving, Shifting or settling due to 
frost action. 


for the district. This “555” number is the 
so-called “circuit breaker” above which 
a district cannot indebt itself. Therefore 
the state will take over the entire finan- 
cial burden of the Harrison school pro- 
ject, Mrs. Medd explained. The district’s 
indebtedness comes from the Guy Rowe 
project, as well as the Oxford Hills high 
school and junior high projects. 

And although the new Harrison school 
will be bigger and costlier to maintain 
than the present school, district officials 
envision no increase in operating ex- 
penses, That is because transportation 
expenses will be cut considerably, with 
students having to be bussed a much 
shorter distance to school. The propos- 
ed new school, on the west side of Rte. 
35, one mile from town heading towards 
Naples, is closer to the center of popula- 
tion, thus saving 9,000 miles a year in bus 
transportation, officials explained. 

If SAD #17 voters approve the project 
in next Monday’s referendum, the pro- 
ject would go out to bid early next year 
and construction would begin in the 
spring. The school would be ready for oc- 
cupancy in the fall of 1987, officials said, 

Once the Harrison school project is out. 
of the way, Chairwoman Medd said, the 
district will concentrate on building a 
new elementary school in Oxford.

closing. Rather, they had been told the 
plant would be sold. 

As things turned out, the plant was 
sold, to a new corporation formed by 
the Pace Corp., of Connecticut, But 
the sale was made by the mortgage 
holder, Casco Northern, after the 
plant had been closed for nearly two 
weeks. 

The three owners involved—Dexter 
Stowell, Casco Northern, and Stowell 
Products Inc. (the new corpora- 
tion)—all acknowledge they were talk- 
ing together about a sale prior to the 
foreclosure. Officials of the bank and 
the new corporation have stated the 
new corporation preferred to pur- 
chase the property after foreclosure. 

Union officials charge that Stowell 
Wood Products failed to bargain with 
them concerning its decision to close 
down and the possible adverse effects 
on its workers, and, in fact, bargain- 
ed in bad faith. 

The union further charges that 
Stowell Products Inc, (the new owner) 
has refused to hire former workers of 
the old mill because of their union af- 
filiation. The new mill is non-union. 

According to the NLRB’s Pulcini, 
U.S. labor regulations provide for 
discussions between an employer and 
his workers before he closes his plant. 
They also protect workers from 
retaliation for union membership. 

Local 77’s president, Walter Osgood, 
declined to comment on the investiga- 
tion in progress. He did note, however, 
that the pension fund of the former 
Stowell workers is not a part of the 
complaint. The pension fund is all in- 
tact,” he said.

The 
only time a bank would deal with 
municipal taxes (on a foreclosed com- 
pany) is when a tax lien takes priority 
over the bank’s interest.” 

According to staté law in effect in 1984, 
a municipality’s lien on personal proper~ 
ty would be subordinate to the bank's in- 
terest in the property. The law has since 
been changed. But, according to the 
banker, the question is moot because the 
town did not file a lien on Stowell’s per- 
sonal property. 

Casco Northern’s Hunter was sym- 
pathetic to the plight of the town. “That’s 
a big loss for a town that size,” he said. 
But, he added, “We paid the real estate 
taxes, and that’s what we were obligated 
to do.” 

Legal obligations notwithstanding, 
Selectman Ethel Davis thought the bank 
had not dealt fairly with the town. “It cer- 
tainly leaves a bad taste in one’s mouth,” 
she said. 

Town officials are considering taking 
legal action to recover the missing 
$20,000, they said. 


Parenting project starts

The Parenting Project, a joint under- 
taking between the SAD #44 Adult and 
Community Education program and 
various service organizations, will have 
its first presentation tomorrow night 
(Thursday) in the Telstar Regional High 
School auditorium at seven o’clock. 

The evening’s program, sponsored by 
the FACT team and the CADET team at 
Telstar, will focus on self-esteem, and the 
speaker will be Walter Buotte, of Oxford 
Hills High School. 

There will be 12 one-night programs in 
the Parenting Project, to be held 
throughout the SAD #44 area this fall. Up- 
coming programs will be on discipline, 
nutrition, first aid, substance abuse and 
step-parenting. 

The Parenting Project will also spon- 
sor an eight-week parenting course— 
Exploring Parenting—with a section to 
be held at the Woodstock School on Tues- 
day evenings, and at the Cresent Park 
School on Mondays. 

Additional activities of the Parenting 
Project have included a district-wide 
survey of parents of children in public 
schools, pre-schools, and licensed day- 
care homes on the subject of parenting 
education. Results of the survey are cur- 
rently being tabulated, and according to 
Adult and Community Education Direc- 
tor Cathy Newell, will be used to deter- 
mine future programs.

gave the Woodstock school.a score of 75, 
‘The worst school in the state, in Bristol, 
scored 83 points, The schools in Alfred 
and Buxton were judged the second and 
third worst in the state—worse than 
Woodstock, 

According to SAD #44 Superintendent 
of Schools Dewaine Craig, it would be im- 
possible to make Woodstock a safe and 
suitable school, given the lack of han- 
dicapped access, the third floor that is 
unused, the precarious fire escape, and 
the inefficient three-building config- 
ation. ; 

The plans for the new school, design- 
ed by RBA Associates, of Auburn, show 
a 15,500-square-foot, one-story block 
building on Rumford Avenue (one mile 
north of Bryant Pond village), having 


seven classrooms, one multi-purpose | 


room, and an outdoor playground, It is 


designed for 150 students—25 per 


classroom, Additionally, the school could 
be expanded by adding four more 
classrooms. 

Presently there are 130 students in 
Woodstock school, with the student 
population showing a slight increase in 
recent years. 


The main building of the present school ’ 


was built in 1915, The wooden gym- 
nasium was built as a WPA project dur- 
ing the Depression, and the concrete 
block annex, now used as a kindergartem, 
-was built over a quarter century ago,

ATTEND NEVADA CONVENTION 

Postmasters Nancy Cross, Locke 
Mills; Sara Head, Andover; Joan Young, 
West Paris; and Caroline Merrill, West 
Bethel, attended the 81st Annual Conven- 
tion of the National Association of 
Postmasters of the United States 
(NAPUS) held Sept, 9 through 12 at Las 
Vegas, Nev. Postmasters said the city 
that boasts of sun and fun was also a ci- 
ty of work and training for more than 
5,000 postmasters who attended. 

The private Express Statutes which 
allows the Postal Service to deliver a 
first-class letter anywhere in the United 
States for the same cost, and the threat 
of closing small post offices were among 
the important issues discussed during the 
four day meeting held at the Las Vegas 
Hilton.

Scabies 

Scabies is a relatively common skin 
disease, also known as the seven year 
itch, caused by a tiny mite. The mite is 
barely visible to the human eye and 
causes symptoms by burrowing slowly 
within the very top layer of the skin. This 
skin lives about one to two months before 
dying. Females lay eggs in the skin 
which mature in about three weeks, and 
the new mites continue to burrow in the 
skin. P 

The most common symptoms of 
scabies include itching (often worse after 
going to bed), and small red lumps.and 
ridges, The most commonly affected 
areas are the hands (classically between 
the fingers), lower arms, armpits, chest, 
and abdomen, though scabies can occur 
anywhere on the entire body. 

Scabies is most often acquired through 
direct contact with an affected in- 
dividual. However, the scabies mite can 
live two or three days away from a body, 
and it is not unusual to contract scabies 
from clothing, linens, or towels that have 
been used by the affected individual. For 
these reasons, it is not uncommon for 
several members of the same family to 
havescabies. A form of scabies also can 
infest dogs, and people can acquire it 
from an affected dog. 

A physician usually diagnoses the con- 
ditions on the basis of the typical small 
itchy lumps and ridges observed on the 
skin. Oceasionally, the scabies mite can 
be removed from an area of affected skin 
and identified by examination under a 
microscope. 

There are two medications principal- 
ly used to treat scabies. Both of them are 
lotions prescribed by a physician. One of 
them, KWELL, is applied to the entire 
body, and washed off after 24 hours, The 
other, EURAX, is applied to the entire 
body twice, 24 hours a apart, and wash- 
ed off 48 hours after the first application. 
If oné member of the family has scabies, 
some physicians will treat the entire 
family with one of these scabicidal lo- 
tions to prevent further spread within a 
family. In addition to using one of these 
medications, all clothes, linens, and 
towels an affected person has been in 
contact with should be washed in hot 
water or dry cleaned to present spread 
of the scabies or recurance via one of 
these routes. This should be done 24 hours 
after the first appheation of the 
medicated Iotion. 

Though scabies mutes are usually kill- 
ed with these medications, it can 
sometimes take as long as two weeks to 
two manths for the skin inflamation and 
accompanying symptoms to subside. 
During this period, antihistamines 
andor curticasteriod icortison-likes 
creams are sometimes prescribed if 
necessary to cuntroi the itching. For- 
tunately, most people’s symptoms 
rescive relatively rapidly after eradica- 
tran uf the scabies mite,
